Voted that a Committee of five, consisting of George H. Duncan, Al- 
bert Annett, Charles S. Phelps, Edward L. Fay and John G. Townsend be 
appointed to contract for the publication and provide for the sale of the 
new history of Jaffrey now in course of preperation at a cost not to ex- 
ceed $11,000.00. Provided that advance subscriptions for said history shall 
cover 50 per cent at least of the cost of publication, that the Selectmen be 
authorized to borrow money for the use of the above named publication com- 
mittee at such time and in such amounts as may be required not exceed- 
ing $11,000.00 in total amount, and that all money received from the sale 
of said history shall be returned to the Treasury of the town. 

Also under this article. Voted that $200.00 be raised and appropriated 
for expense of the History Publication committee. 

Also under this article the following resolution was adopted: Whereas, 
the East Jaffrey Woman’s Club was the first to move for the preperation 
of the new history of Jaffrey, now nearing completion and Whereas: the 
said Woman’s Club at its last meeting expressed its continued interest in 
the undertaking and voted to lend its aid if requested in the publication 
and sale of said history, therefore. 

Resolved: that the thanks of the town be hereby extended to the East 
Jaffrey Woman’s Club for its interest and offer of Co-operation and that 
the said Woman’s Club be invited to nominate five of its members to act 
in conjunction with the town’s committee heretofore chosen in creating a 
public interest, soliciting subscriptions and aiding in every way possible the 
bringing to a successful conclusion this enterprise of so much expense and 
importance to the town.

Report No. 3 


Selectmen of Jaffrey, N. H. 
Gentlemen: 

Following is the progress report of the Survey of 
Streets to January 31, 1981. 

The measurements of the ground plan of buildings 
on the following streets were completed: Peterboro St., 
Main to Shedd Property, East Main Street, R. R. to Ceme- 
tery, Ellison Street, Railroad Streets and Squantum Road, 
R. R. to Wheeler Road. 

Additional surveys were made as follows: Old Squan- 
tum Road, Humiston Park over “Sawyer Hill’ to Rindge 
line tying in on four pipes supposed to be on the town 
line, Squantum Road from Humiston Park to the stone 
post at the town line of Jaffrey, Rindge and Sharon, Rail- 
road Street, west side and Lincoln Avenue, K-K road, Pe- 
terboro Street to Oak and Ook Street. 

A standard sheet 24 inches by 34 inches for the 40 
feet to the inch plans was adopted, and from the data 
obtained from the Squantum road Surveys relative to the 
portion of the south town line as a base the location of 
the different sheets was established and one tracing (sheet 
No. 250) was (made. In the layout of the standard sheets 
the longer border lines are practically parallel to the 
south boundry line of the town. 

J. W. Austin and M. Fernald were employed as rod- 
‘men during the year.

For the Year Ending January 31, 1931 


With the exception of Whooping cough there has 
been very few cases of contagious diseases and those very 
light. I would like to inform the parents of children 
that the law requires them to report all suspicious cases, 
this does not seem to be generally known. 


The fourth Child conference was held in East Jaf- 
frey May 28, 1930 under the direction of the State Board 
of Health with the co-operation of the local Board of 
Health, the Parent-Teacher’s Association, the local 
Nursing Association and the Selectmen. 


Fifty-one infants and pre-school children were given 
a complete physical examination. 


Thirty-one of these children were found to have some 
defect, only twenty being normal. 


Dr. L. B. Hatch and Dr. F. C. Sweeney were the ex- 
amining physicians. 


It has been necessary to build about three-hundred 
feet of sewer in order to make a certain section of K. K. 
Village sanitary.

The success of the Jaffrey History Publication Committee, as reported 
below, in complying with conditions of a vote passed at the last annual 
meeting of the voters of Jaffrey, makes available a sum believed to be 
sufficient to complete the compilation and cover cost of printing of the 
New History and consequently no appropriation is called for at this time. 
Expense for research and the gathering of material is practically over and 
payment for services of Mr. Annett ends with the present report. Con- 
siderable work remains to be done; and the time required for printing, in- 
dexing, proof reading and binding is estimated at one year. A summary of 
the expense of the work to date is given below.

REPORT OF JAFFREY HISTORY PUBLICATION 
COMMITTEE 


At the annual Town Meeting, held March 11, 1930, it was voted to ap- 
point a committee of five men, to be supplemented by five women; to be 
chosen by the Woman’s Club, to contract for the publication of the New 
History of Jaffrey and provide for its sale. Publication to be at a cost 
not to exceed $11,000; that the Selectmen be authorized to borrow money 
for this purpose, at such times and in such amounts as should be required, 
provided that enough advance subscriptions should be secured to cover 
half the cost of publication. That all money received from the sale of said 
History shall be returned to the Treasury of the Town. 

An appropriation of $200 was made to cover printing and postage for 
the gommittee, of which amount a balance of $128.04 remains unexpended. 
We present the following as a report of the progress: 

The Committee has held seven meetings during the year, with an at- 
tendance of all ten members at nearly every meeting. It is the opinion of 
the Committee that a miraculous piece of work has been done in securing 
advance subscription for 426 copies. Of this. number, 163 are from people 
of the town; 208 are from out of town people, including summer residents; 
37 are from Libraries and 18 are from Historical and Genealogical Socie- 
ties. This number is fully sufficient to comply with the conditions relative 
to publishing and borrowing funds with which to pay the printer. 

The Committee secured bids from seven reliable printing houses and 
gave several meetings to a study of the bids, and a discussion of their re- 
lative values. In this discussion, the committee received valuable assis- 
tance from the University Press of Cambridge and from the Peterborough 
Transcript Printing Co., each firm sending two men to meet with the com- 
mittee and discuss matters pertaining to getting out a good history at the 
lowest possible price. 

On January 23, the committee voted unanimously to award the con- 
tract for printing to The Transcript Printing Co. of Peterborough, and 
feels sure, from samples of book work shown by this firm, that the com- 
pleted History of Jaffrey will be a two volume book set of which the Town 
and all purchasers of the history may be proud. 

As all bids received were based on a price per page for the various 
Styles of type to be used, and, as it is impossible to tell exactly how many 
printed pages there may be in types of different sizes; also, as the exact 
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number of illustrations has not yet been decided fully, the actual cost of 
printing is not known at this time, but the committee is assured of good 
work, at a price within the limits set by the town. 

The number of advance subscriptions received, in a season of hard 
times, is sufficient evidence of a genuine interest in the work undertaken, 
and it may safely be assumed that, with a continuance of the present sales 
methods, the entire edition of 1,000 copies can be sold within a reasonable 
length of time, and the largest part of the cost of publication returned to 


the Town Treasury.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board of Jaffrey: 


I submit herewith my thirteenth annual report, this being 
the twenty-second in the series under union Supervision. I am 
including with this a report of Headmaster Beal of Conant High 
School and a report from Miss La Freniere, the school nurse. 

The enrollment for all the schools for the school year 1929-30 
was 548, the largest for many years. For the first twelve weeks of 
the present school year the enrollment shows a slight decrease 
from the same period last year, the total being 507 where it was 
518 last year. The high school, however, shows an increase, the 
total registration being 89 as compared with 80 for the year 
1929-30. 

Last year grade seven was divided into two sections on ac- 
count of its large size, and this year it seemed advisable to divide 
grade eight and retain grade seven in one section, although there 
were 51 pupils in this grade at the opening of the school year. 

It vas found possible, on account of the smaller membership 
than usual in the first grade to carry on the work of this grade 
in one section for the present year, thus requiring the services of 
one less teacher. 

There were several changes in our teaching force for the 
present year. Mr. Henry E. Winston, who had*served as Head- 
master for seven years retired last June to accept a position as 
supervising principal in Fort Edward, New York. 

After carefully considering a number of candidates for the 
headmastership of the high school, Mr. Jarvis T. Beal was se- 
cured for the position. Mr. Beal is a graduate of Harvard, and 
for the past five years has served as Sub-Master of the Milford, 
N. H., High School. 

Miss Elizabeth Peckham, teacher of Domestic Science was 
released to accept a position in Manchester, and her position 
was filled by Miss Olive H. Houston, a graduate of Keene Normal 
School. 

Miss Mary E. McGrath, who had served six years as teacher 
of grade three was released to accept a position in Peterboro, 
and Miss Nora C. Hurley, who had taught for more than five 
years in grades three and four, was transferred to the third 
grade. Miss Hurley’s position was filled by the selection of Miss 
Elizabeth S. Bunker, a graduate of Farmington, Maine, Normal 
School, who has had teaching experience in Maine and Connecti- 
cut. 

Mrs. Ethel P. Deschenes resigned her position as teacher of 
the first grade, after more than nine years of service in the pri- 
mary school, and Miss Geraldine J. Wallace, who had taught 
the second division of the first grade for the past three years, 
was transferred to Mrs. Deschenes’ room. 

Miss Shirley Bemis was released at the Christmas vacation 
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to accept a position in Massachusetts, and her position in the 
Junior High School was taken by Homer J. Forcier, a graduate 
of Holy Cross. 

During the spring term of last year Miss Marie Hiller, who 
had been school nurse for many years gave up her position, and 
was succeeded by Miss Emma La Freniere. 

The evening school opened Nov. 4th. There has been a reg- 
istration of thirty pupils. Courses in Beginners’ English, Ad- 
vanced English, Commercial courses and arithmetic for upper 
erades have been offered. There has been a good attendance 
of those interested to continue their school work. 

During the summer vacation rather extensive repairs were 
required on the roof of the high school building, and painting 
was done both on the exterior and interior of the primary 
building. 

Automatic blowers were installed in the furnaces of both 
the high school building and the wooden primary building. These 
will doubtless result in a material saving of fuel. 

The scholarship award of the Parent-Teacher Association 
for the Class of 1930 was made to Miss Frances H. Austin, who 
entered Keene Normal School. 

The school work of the present year, both in the grades and 
in the high school has been good. The attendance percentages 
have been high, and the tardy marks have been few. Each six | 
weeks has shown an increase in the number of pupils attaining 
an average of over 85%, and it has been our purpose to have each 
teacher give all the time possible to individual pupils who need 
special attention in order to master their work. 

In closing I wish to thank the school board, teachers, pupils, 
parents, and all interested citizens whose support and co-opera- 
tion are so necessary to the success of our schools.

visor. There has been one change in this staff, Miss Shirley Be-

For some years Miss Grimes has 
given her noon times to helving any and all pupils who 
brought instruments. And it is chiefly through her sacrifice and 
efforts that Conant High can boast of a school band of over 
twenty pieces. This band, organized under the Harloway plan, 
is under the immediate direction of Mr. Chester Mason, and is 
represented by pupils and teachers of grades V—XII. 

7. Noon Lunches. Although cooking is not offered in the 
Domestic Arts curriculum this year, some of the girls have given 
generously of their time, and under Miss Houston’s supervision, 
have provided hot drinks and food for those who have to stay 
here noon times. That this service has been appreciated is at- 
tested by the numbers that have availed themselves of this op-

TOWN OF JAFFREY DISTRICT NURSE 


To Lewis S. Record, Superintendent of Schools: 


On May 1, 1930 I undertook the work of District 
Nurse for the town of Jaffrey. 


My first task was to examine the school children for 
State tabulation. As the school year was so near its close 
I was unable to examine all the pupils as I had hoped to 
do. The total number examined at that time was 411. 
The pupils of the high school were not examined. 


I found the condition of the children good, as a whole. 


Of the large number of pupils who should have ton- 
sils and adenoids removed 26 were operated on during 
the summer. Glasses are needed by ‘many pupils, and in 
several cases these have been obtained by the parents 
when the condition of their children was brought to their 
attention. 


School reopened September 2, 1930, and up to Jan- 
uary, 1931 I have examined 208 pupils. The pupils at the 
high school building have not yet been examined. 


In conclusion I wish to express my appreciation of 
the splendid co-operation given me by the parents and 
teachers, for without this I would have been unable to 
have accomplished what I did.
